Provides 35,000 
Units In Each Of 
Next Four Years 


WASHINGTON, June 3 ( ^ - P re s ­ 
ident Eisenhow er’s 
housing 
pro­ 
gram , liberalizing aids to home 
owners and prov iding for 35,000 
public housing units in each of the 
next four years, was approv ed by 
the Senate today on a v oice v ote. 
P assage of the bill was hailed as 
a m ajor adm inistration v ictory by 
leaders in the Senate, particularly 
in v iew of the v ote for public hous­ 
ing. The House v ersion of the legis­ 
lation did not follow this Eisenhow­ 
er recom m endation. 
The m easures now go to a Sen­ 
ate-House 
conference 
com m ittee, 
which will reconcile the m any dif­ 
ferences in the two bills. 
The lim ited public housing au­ 
thority was w ritten into the bill on 
the Senate floor by a 66-16 v ote.

TOWSON, Md., June 3 (J*—Thirty 
one young Coucher College girls, 
taking a class-room field trip into 
th# male world of finance, have 
formed an investm ent pool which 
is producing income at a respect­ 
able six per cent per annum rate. 
Before these young women en­ 
rolled in Prof. Frederick G. R euss’ 
class on "The Elem ents of Eco­ 
nom ics,” none of them knew a 
debenture from a debutante at 20 
paces. 
Today, they pore over portfolios, 
analyze annual reports and are! 
wont to curl up comfortably with 
a box of bon-bons and the finan­ 
cial section of a metropolitan news­ 
paper. Nearly every one of the 31 
subscribes to the Wall Street Jour-i 
nal. 
Prof. Reuss launched the invest-1 
ment project to determ ine if his 
students were getting enough from 
class room theory to m eet the acid 
test of practical application. 
The college turned over nearly 
$1,000 for the girls to use. and 
each one took on a single stock 
to analyze and report on as a po­ 
tential .investm ent. 
B ecause of lim ited funds, such 
blue 
chips 
stocks 
as 
American 
Telephone & Telegraph were auto­ 
m atically elim inated from consid­ 
eration. 
After the 31 reports were put 
before the class, Prof. Reuss im-! 
posed only one limitation. He asked 
that the stocks they pick be rep­ 
resentative

elem ents of American business. 
The girls voted for one chem ical 
item (D o w s), an oil stock <Socony| 
V acuum ), 
a 
good issue 
(United 
Biscuit*,

utility

and 
a 
bank (Maryland Casualty), 
As their portfolio stands today, 
five of the six stocks are up over 
the buying price to the point of 
a 9.8 per cent annual accrual rate 
The 
young 
ladv-tycoons 
have 
done so w ell. Prof. Reuss even 
takes m arket tips from his stu­ 
dents. 
He gave serious consideration to 
the 31 
individual stock analyses 
turned in as term papers before 
making investm ents of his own.

Russia can’t legally send any­ 
one to fetch mission mem bers who 
get M oscow's dander up. Japan 
says the mission is illegal. It won't 
let Russians enter.

a batch of "skating officials.”

Russia Gets Tough 
In Austria Now 


Ruiislan occupation forces in Austria have begun 
to act tough. At first glance this hardly seems news­ 
worthy. Aren’t the Ru.sslans always getting tough 
everywhere? 
What makes it significant this time Is that they 
have been on relatively good behavior in Austria so 
far. Compared to East Germany and the Russian zone 
of Berlin, the Russian zones of Austria and Vienna 
seemed ominously quiet. 
Ru.ssla agreed In the Moscow declaration that 
Austria, after being liberated from the Nazis, would 
not be treated as an enemy but as a friend. Con­ 
sidering the way Ru.ssia treats her friends, It could 
have been argued that the Reds tried in their way to 
live up to the agreement In Austria. 
But at the Berlin Conference In March the Soviet 
Union refused to sign the Austrian draft treaty, 
although Moscow had previously agreed to all of Its 
sections. The Ru.sslans announced they Intended to 
maintain occupation forces in Austria until they got 
their way on Germany and other East-West Issues. 
And now the Reds are In effect serving notice on Aus­ 
tria that they will expect subservience as the price 
of continued leniency. 
The United States has protested, for Instance, at 
the “extraordinary action” of the Soviet high com­ 
missioner In summoning Chancellor Julius Raab to 
his headquarters May 17 and threatening Austria with 
trouble unless Austrian activities to which he ob­ 
jected were curbed. For months, the U. S. protest 
noted, Soviet authorities have been Increasing their 
interference in Austria’s Internal affairs, even threat­ 
ening Austrian police and gendarme officials with 
reprisals If they did not disobey the orders of their 
government. 
Austria seems to be finding the “new look” under 
Malenkov worse than the status quo under Stalin.

Dogs have a way of conveying ideas without the 
spoken word. It is like lovers who gate at each 
other across a myriad crowd and understand the 
glance that leaves an eternal memory. 


I knew Brownie’s m other well. She had come out of 
Ireland, a m ixture of beagle and Irish terrier, who 
worked the sheep. The m other knew little English, her 
speech being Gaelic. And so the A m erican troops stationed 
there called her “ D am m it.” which somehow she under­ 
s to o d . She went through the w ar in Belgium , F ranco 
and G erm any and learned when not to bark and w hat 
to do m id shot and shell. D am m it by some m eans cam o 
into our land in a duffle bag. H er first litter in this 
country was a product of unselected love and Brownio 
was one of it. 


And Brownie cam e to us almo.st im m ediately after 
Dirth to be the com panion of sm all children.

WASHINGTON—It was approxi­ 
m ately one year and a half ago 
th a t Governor Dewey, who had 
m ore to do with nom inating Eisen­ 
hower than anyone else, called on 
the m an he had put across at Chi­ 
cago and gave him some secret 
but sound advice.

isolationists. 
This, 
Dewey 
said, had h urt him with indepen­ 
dent voters. 
So he'U rged Eisenhower to m eet 
the issue of M cCarthy squarely 
when he m ade his forthcoming 
cam paign speech in Milwaukee. 
Dewey, of course, understood the 
basic split in the Republican party 
better than alm ost anyone else. 
Twice a candidate for president, 
he has em erged as leader of the 
non-isolationist, m ore progressive 
wing of the GOP. Dewey’s talk 
with candidate Eisenhower went 
into som e of these things. It lasted 
three hours, and at the end Ike 
prom ised to follow his advice.

LONDON—There is one m an in 
England 
who symbolizes in 
his 
personality the great tradition th at 
has influenced the course of m od­ 
ern history—the alliance of G reat 
B ritain and the United S tates—and 
he happens to be the prim e m inis­ 
te r at a tim e when decisions affect­ 
ing the peace of the world are m 
the m aking.

The prim e m inister doesn’t 
give interview s for publication and 
w hat w as said on such an occasion 
m ust rem ain confidential. B ut this 
w riter found Sir Winston ale rt and 
vigilant as he talked about the 
problem s of the day. 
His keen 
m ind is filled with the vision of 
w hat lies ahead and is poignant in 
' recollection of m istakes of the past 
on the p a rt of all our countries. 
Not So Impatient 
Sir Winston is em inently capable 
of serving for a long tim e, though 
his im patience with the unsettled 
problem s of the world is not the 
sam e a t 79 as in bygone days. 
This correspondent recently saw 
an unpublished letter penned by 
W inston Churchill on his 25th birth­ 
day, when he w as a prisoner of 
w ar in a Boer cam p in South 
A frica.

Initi­ 
ally, cloudiness m ay not interfere 
with vision and m any eye surgeons 
have observed earl*' signs of cata­ 
ra c t form ation 10 to 15 years be­ 
fore the individual com plains he 
can no longer see clearly. It is ac 
though the room w ere full of smoke 
or everything looks cloudy; spots 
appear when looking as sky, w ater, 
snow, or a light colored wall. But 
even a t this stage, treatm en t m ay 
not be required. 
Most surgeons prefer to postpone 
operation so long as vision for 
distance is fair and print can be 
read without difficulty. When the 
m an o r wom an is no longer satis­ 
fied with the way he sees, surgery 
is in order. 
C ataracts are m ost 
com mon after the age of 70 and 
the fam ily m ay hesitate to give 
perm ission 
for 
surgery 
because 
they fear the father or m other will 
not m ake it. But the shock asso­ 
ciated with c a ta ra c t rem oval is so 


trifling, the m ajority go through 
the procedure without difficulty. 
Following surgery, m any persons 
are disappointed when they do not 
see as well as they did before the 
ca ta ra ct formed. 'They m ust w ait 
until the nerves and brain adjust 
to the loss of the lens. The poor 
vision stage had lasted so long the 
mind needs tim e to m ake the pro­ 
per adjustm ent.

WASHINGTON 
One of the com plicating factors 
in the Indochina crisis has been the 
attitude of Sir Winston Churchill. 
According to A m ericans who speak 
from first hand knowledge, the 
prim e m inister really seem s to find 
It hard to interest him self in the 
Indochina problem . 
'The lesser reason for this is no 
doubt rooted in Churchill’s charac­ 
ter and experience. 
He does not 
know E urasia, as he knows Europe, 
a t first hand. 
He tends to see the 
Indochina W ar as r rem ote colonial 
squabble in which the French have 
got them selves 
into 
hot 
w ater. 
“ Why should B ritain help to puU 
them out?” he asks, in effect. 
But the la rg e r reason for the 
g reat old m an’s attitude is some­ 
thing quite different. 
In brief, he 
has become preoccupied with the 
th reat to B ritain of the Soviet 
atom ic and hydrogen bom bs. 
And 
this 
intense 
preoccupation often 
drives all else from his mind. 
'The accounts of Churchill’s per­ 
form ance 
on 
this 
subject—and 
there have been a good m any such 
accounts by now—m ay seem super­ 
ficially pathetic. 
He returns to 
the topic at every opportunity. He 
pleads with his A m erican hearers 
to rem em ber th a t ” we live in these 
islands.” Judging by the scientific 
facts now known, he even exag­ 
gerates the danger; for he has a 
theory that a hydrogen bom b drop­ 
ped in the Irish Sea would over­ 
whelm the B ritish Isles with “ a 
m assive tidal w'ave.” 
His talk about the danger to 
B ritain 
has 
som etim es 
seem ed 
obsessive. 
Som etim es, in talking 
about it, he has shed tears, for he 
has never been a m an who was 
asham ed of his emotions. 
Thus 
the im pression has been left that 
the burden of his years is growing 
too heavy for him . 
M aybe thaA is so. 
It would be 
a 
m iracle 
indeed, 
if 
Winston 
Churchill did not find his years a 
burden after such a life as his. 
Yet the fact rem ains that Church­ 
ill in his 80th y ear sees the heart 
of the m atter m ore clearly than 
those who shake their heads and 
say. “ He’s really getting very old.” 
'The m anner of his talk m ay 
show tim e’s harsh way with men. 
But the m atter is still sound. His 
preoccupation—his obsession it you 
like—is neither foolish nor senile. 
It is, rather, a w arning, and a very 
grim w arning too. 
If Churchill’s Am erican listeners 
were 
m ore 
wise, 
they 
would 
register the w arning. 
They would 
consider w hat it will be like, two 
or three years from now, when the 
peril to the United States is as 
total as the peril of the British 


Isles today. They would ask them ­ 
selves, 
“ D are 
I 
claim 
m o r a 
courage than Winston Churchill?’* 
and they would interpret the old 
m aji’s const&nt thought of B ritain’s 
peril as a foretaste of their own 
thoughts in the tim e ahead. 
The 
parallel is 
uncom fortably 
exact 
betw een the 
situation of 
B ritain today, and the situation 
th a t this country will encounter 
only a little la<ter. 
B ritain is with­ 
in easy range of the IL-28 bom bers 
on the Soviet a ir bases in E ast 
G erm any. 
B ritain has no air de­ 
fense against these speedy jets. 
And the Soviets have an am ple 
stock 
of 
atom ic 
and 
hydrogen 
bombs to reduce Britain to smoking 
ruins. 
A couple of years from 
now, the Soviet Strategic Air Arm y 
will possess a powerful striking 
force of the new Tupolev-37 jet 
bom bers, with a sm aller elem ent 
of the Tupolev-39. 
On present 
curves we too will altogether lack 
an effective air defense against 
these new Soviet jets. 
And two 
years from now, the Soviets will 
surely possess an am ple stock of 
atom ic and hydrogen bombs to re­ 
duce the United States to smoking 
ruins. 
How is this future situation likely 
to effect A m erican policy? 
Tha 
answ er is plainly to be found in tha 
way the sam e situation is already 
influencing the greatest and boldest 
national 
leader 
of 
our 
tim e. 
Churchill does not seem to us to 
concern him self enough with tha 
danger that is rem ote, in Indo­ 
china. 
*11131 is becaaisa ha is so 
m uch concerned by tha im m ediata 
danger to B ritain of the Soviet air- 
atom ic potential. 
By the sam e token, im agine tha 
debate that will take place in tha 
White House two years from now, 
if the Soviets then com m it a sud­ 
den, overt act of aggression some­ 
w here else in the world. 
Supposa 
th at the attack 
takes 
place 
in 
W estern Europe itself, where wa 
are m ost deeply com m itted to re- 
si.st Soviet aggression. 
Nonethe­ 
less, our own exposed position will 
be the m ain them e of die m eeting. 
And the question all will ask and 
none will answ er, will be: 
“ Are we to risk the destruction 
of the United 
States 
for 
thesa 
foreigners 
halfw ay 
r o u n d 
tha 
w orld?” 
In our kind of society, in short. 
Increasing 
vulnerability 
m u ■ t 
always tend to beget increasing 
paralysis of policy. 
We shall not 
be consoled, either, by our cap­ 
ability of “ m assive retaliation.’* 
when we have begun to w orry 
about the Soviet capability to de­ 
stroy U.S first. 
Today, these prob­ 
lem s can no longer be shoved 
under the rug.

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•I Russia Gets Tough 
In Austria Now 


Russian occupation forces In Austria have begun 
to act tough. At first glance this hardly seems news­ 
worthy. Aren’t the Russians always getting tough 
everywhere? 


What makes it significant this time Ls that they 
have been on relatively good behavior in Austria so 
far. Compared to East Germany and the Russian zone 
of Berlin, the Russian zones of Austria and Vienna 
seemed ominously quiet. 
Russia agreed In the Moscow declaration that 
Austria, after being liberated from the Nazis, would 
not be treated as an enemy but as a friend. Con­ 
sidering the way Russia treats her friends, it could 
have been argued that the Reds tried in their way to 
live up to the agreement in Austria. 
But at the Berlin Conference in March the Soviet 
Union refused to sign the Austrian draft treaty, 
although Moscow had previously agreed to all of Its 
sections. H ie Russians announced they Intended to 
maintain occupation forces in Austria until they got 
their way on Germany and other East-W est issues. 
And now the Reds are in effect serving notice on Aus­ 
tria that they will expect subservience as the price 
of continued leniency. 
The United States has protested, for instance, at 
the “extraordinary action” of the Soviet high com­ 
missioner in summoning Chancellor Julius Raab to 
his headquarters May 17 and threatening Austria with 
trouble unless Austrian activities to which he ob­ 
jected were curbed. For months, the U. S. protest 
noted, Soviet authorities have been Increasing their 
Interference in Austria’s internal affairs, even threat­ 
ening Austrian police and gendarme officials with 
reprisals lf they did not disobey the orders of their 
government. 
Austria seems to be finding the “new look” under 
Malenkov worse than the status quo under Stalin.

What is really im portant, the great events of the 
^ day or the small events of our private lives? A child 
* is born. A child graduates from school, A daughter m arries. 
A son gets his first job. These are the Joys of life, and 
among them there are pains, too. 


And no pain perhaps hurts more than the death 
of a beloved dog. I have been watching my dog, Brownie, 
die of cancer. As in a human, the m alady starts unnoticed. 
And then it is evident that something is wrong. And then 
there is the confusion of diagnosis and the deceit that 
does not deceive. And then there is hope beyond hope, 
optim ism that does not help, belief that a rem edy will 
be found. My Brownie did not know how ill she was 
until mercifully her heart gave out. 


For there is this about a dog: when a dog is til, she 
Is sorry for her master. She regrets that she cannot 
wag her tall so enthusiastically when he enters the 
house. She is mortified that she causes him sorrow 
when she cannot hold her food or when the choking 
enlargement of her glands keeps her master awake. 
Dogs have a way of conveying ideas without the 
spoken word. It is like lovers who gate at each 
ether across a myriad erowd and understand the 
glance that leaves an eternal memory. 


I knew Brow'nie’a m other well. She had come out of 
Ireland, a m ixture of beagle and Irish terrier, who 
worked the sheep. The m other knew little English, her 
speech being Gaelic. And so the American troops stationed 
there called her “ Dammit,** which somehow she under­ 
stood. She went through the w ar in Belgium. France 
and G erm any and learned when not to bark and what 
to do mid shot and shell. D am m it by some m eans cam e 
into our land in a duffle bag. Her first litter in this 
country was a product of unselected love and Brownie 
was one of it. 


And Brownie cam e to us alm ost im m ediately after 
Birth to be the companion of sm all children. But she 
turned to me for friendship and assurance and during 
the early years, sat with me as I worked, understanding 
that real affection does not interrupt or destroy. 


And during those years I would talk to her of the 
forces and events of these days, of men great and 
small. And as we roamed the city park or country 
field and woods, ideas came to me in this unan­ 
swered conversation and somehow one was a bit 
ashamed of the mean and small and vindicative, for 
no such qualities could he in a dog who only lives 
to love. 


And then we got a teletypew riter, which is a noisy 
thing, and Brownie deserted me for m y wife, a calm 
soul to dom esticity inclined. Thus. Brownie lived quietly, 
knowing and attending to everybody’s business. When 
the dinner bell rang, she rounded up the family and 
counted them to m ake sure that there were no strag­ 
glers. She always entered the dining room last with an 
sir of authority. 


I have been told by those who can only pretend to 
knowledge that anim als do not think, that they live by 
instinct. It is not true. Dogs do think and they do under­ 
stand m any hum an emotions and if those they love 
quarrel or are in trouble, a dog will know and will

express sym pathy. It was always difficult not only to 
punish but to castigate our children, because Brownie 
stood between parent and child, protecting the child and 
scolding the parent. When one raised his voice, Brownie 
went to the m em ber of the family criticized and licked 
a hand or even a shoe. 


She knpw most of my friends and loved most dearly 
Ward Bond, the actor, whom she only saw rarely on 
his occasions! visits Fast. One night, I returned home 
very early in the morning. As I come home and go 
at unusual times, Brownie never barked at my ar­ 
rival, but on this one occasion as I opened the door, 
there was one sharp, peremptory yelp. I rushed to 
my wife's bedroom. She had been telephoning to Holly­ 
wood because Ward was ill and she was worried. And 
Brownie was worried and called me to come quickly. 
She knew it was Important.

World Needs Churchill Mood Of Peace With Strength 


LONDON—There is one m an in 
England 
who symbolizes in his 
personality the great tradition th it 
has influenced the course of mod­ 
ern history—the alliance of G reat 
Britain and the United States—and 
he happens to be the prim e minis­ 
te r at a tim e when decisions affect­ 
ing the peace of the world are in 
the making. 
So an opportunity to chat with 
Sir Winston Churchill at luncheon 
afforded this correspondent an in­ 
tim ate observation of the agility 
of mind of the m an about whose 
retirem ent from office there is 
nowadays so much speculation. 
The place was the private dining 
room at IO Downing Street—the 
executive office of the prim e minis­ 
ter — and the only other person 
present was the astute Capt. Chris­ 
topher Sos m es, parliam entary sec­ 
retary and son-in-law of Sir Win­ 
ston. The prim e m inister doesn’t 
give interviews for publication and 
w hat was said on such an occasion 
m ust rem ain confidential. But this 
w riter found Sir Winston alert and 
vigilant as he talked about the 
problem s of the day. 
His kern 
mind is filled with the vision of 
what lies ahead and is poignant in 
recollection of m istakes of the past 
on the p art of all our countries. 
Not So Impatient 
Sir Winston is em inently capable 
of serving for a long tim e, though 
his im patience with the unsettled 
problem s of the world is not the 
sam e at 79 as in bygone days. 
This correspondent recently saw 
an unpublished letter penned by 
Winston Churchill on his 25th birth­ 
day, when he was a prisoner of 
w ar in a Boer cam p in South 
Africa. It was w ritten in longhand 
to an American relative and said: 
“ There is so much to be done in 
the world and so little tim e to do 
it.*' 
What a lot of things Winston 
Churchill has crowded Into the 
m ore than half century that has 
elapsed since then! 
Now some of 
his countrym en are beginning to 
ask if the day is a t hand when he 
can lay down the cares of office. 
Leadership becomes fragile if a 
change is in prospect. For, when

Most surgeons prefer to postpone 
operation so long as vision for 
distance is fair and print can be 
read without difficulty. W’hen the 
m an or woman is no longer satis­ 
fied with the way he sees, surgery 
is in order. 
C ataracts are most 
common after the age of 70 and 
the family may hesitate to give 
permission 
for 
surgery 
because 
they fear the father or m other will 
not m ake it. But the shock asso­ 
ciated with cataract rem oval is so 


trifling, the m ajority go through 
the procedure without difficulty. 
Following surgery, m any persons 
are disappointed when they do not 
see as well as they did before the 
cataract formed. They m ust wait 
until the nerves and brain adjust 
to the loss of the lens. The poor 
vision stage had lasted so long the 
mind needs tim e to m ake the pro­ 
per adjustm ent.

Summerfield had smuggled 
McCarthy up the service elevator 
of the Pere Marquette Hotel in 
Peoria, so newsmen wouldn’t see 
him, and in the interview which 
followed McCarthy begged, argued, 
implored, 
and 
finally 
induced 
Eisenhower 
to 
praise 
Marshall 
anyplace else but in Milwaukee. 
Eisenhower yielded. 
White House aides say that today 
the President is a wiser and a 
sadder man. 
Cabinet Opposes McCarthy 
Significantly, Tom Dewey, the 
m an whose advice was spurned, 
has come back somewhat as an 
adviser on McCarthyism. His right­ 
hand man, A t t o r n e y General 
Brownell, has been one of the 
leading McCarthy appeasers. But 
not today. 
Today, McCarthy has only two 
friends left in the cabinet. Post­ 
m aster General 
Summerfield 
is 
still friendly. Charles E. Wilson, 
secretary of defense, was semi- 
friendly at the time he left for the 
F a r East. 
Other cabinet members are al­ 
most solid against the junior sen­ 
ator, but not so the Senate. A roll 
call of the Republican sheep and 
goats would still find a majority 
lined up with the isolationist, con­ 
servative McCarthy w’ing of the 
Republican party. This is probably 


Eisenhower’s biggest problem to­ 
day. 
Washington Pipeline 
H. L. Hunt, the big M cCarthy 
backer, is buying up radio-TV tim e 
for Facts Forum and Answers for 
Am ericans in Minnesota and Illi­ 
nois—two key states where Mc­ 
Carthy is out to unseat Paul Doug­ 
las of Illinois and H ubert Humph­ 
rey of M innesota. Most TV and 
radio stations try to follow the 
practice of selling equal tim e to 
both candidates, but if tim e is 
purchased in advance by a so-call­ 
ed 
im partial 
program 
such 
as 
Facts Forum pretends to be, it 
would be difficult to dislodge the 
program during the election cam ­ 
paign. 
Benson’s Butter 
Ezra Taft Benson’s butter wor­ 
ries are by no m eans over. If any­ 
thing, they’ve increased. Though 
he lowered the support price on 
butter from 90 per cent to 75 per 
cent of parity in order to curtail 
the 
governm ent’s 
huge 
butter- 
buying program, today Benson is 
buying more butter than he did 
during the corresponding period 
last year. 
This is because farm ers have 
had to produce more milk to com­ 
pensate 
for 
the 
price 
cut. 
By 
watching their breeding and feed­ 
ing, they've produced more milk, 
and Benson has had to buy m ore 
butter. 
Furtherm ore, butter prices have 
not dropped for housewives, as 
Benson hoped and prom ised. The 
farm er has taken a cut of 16H 
cents a pound on butter, but so far 
the housewife has received a ru t 
of only ll cents, according to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics.

Churchill s Warning 


By Joseph And Stewart Alsop 


WASHINGTON 
One of the complicating factor* 
in the Indochina crisis has been the 
attitude of Sir Winston Churchill. 
According to Am ericans who speak 
from first hand knowledge, the 
prim e m inister really seems to find 
it hard to interest himself in the 
Indochina problem . 
The lesser reason for this is no 
doubt rooted in Churchill’* charac­ 
ter and experience. 
He does not 
know E urasia, as he knows Europe, 
at first haj’id. 
He tends to see the 
Indochina War as r rem ote colonial 
squabble in which the French have 
got them selves 
into 
hot 
w ater. 
“ Why should B ritain help to pull 
them out?” he asks, in effect. 
But the larg er reason for the 
great old m an's attitude is som e­ 
thing quite different. 
In brief, he 
has become preoccupied with the 
thre&t to Britain of the Soviet 
atom ic and hydrogen bombs. 
And 
this 
intense 
preoccupation often 
drives all else from his mind. 
The accounts of Churchill’s per­ 
form ance 
on 
this 
subject—and 
there have been a good many such 
accounts by now—may seem super­ 
ficially pathetic. 
He returns to 
the topic at every opportunity. He 
pleads with his American hearers 
to rem em ber that “ we live in these 
islands.” Judging by the scientific 
facts now known, he even exag­ 
gerates the danger; for he has a 
theory that a hydrogen bomb drop­ 
ped in the Irish Sea would over­ 
whelm the British Isles with “ a 
m assive tidal w ave.” 
His talk about the danger to 
B ritain 
has 
som etim es 
seem ed 
obsessive. 
Sometimes, in talking 
about it, he has shed tears, for he 
h is never been a man who was 
asham ed of his emotions. 
Thus 
the impression has been left that 
the burden of his years is growing 
too heavy for him . 
Maybe that is so. 
It w’ould be 
a 
m iracle 
indeed, 
if 
Winston 
Churchill did not find his years a 
burden after such a life as hi*. 
Yet the fact rem ains that Church­ 
ill in his 80th year sees the heart 
of the m atter m ore clearly than 
those who shake their heads and 
say. “ He’s really getting very old.” 
The m anner of his talk m ay 
show tim e’s harsh way with men. 
But the m atter is still sound. His 
preoccupation—his obsession if you 
like—is neither foolish nor senile. 
It is, rather, a warning, and a very 
grim warning too. 
If Churchill’s American listeners 
were 
more 
wise, 
they 
would 
register the warning. 
They would 
consider what it will be like, two 
or three years from now', when the 
peril to the United States is as 
total as the peril of the British 


Isles today. They would ask them ­ 
selves, 
“ D are 
I 
claim 
m o r e 
courage than Winston Churchill?” 
and they would interpret the old 
m a£ 's constant thought of B ritain’* 
peril as a foretaste of their own 
thoughts in the tim e ahead. 
The 
parallel 
is 
uncom fortably 
exact 
between the 
situation of 
B ritain today, and the situation 
that this country will encounter 
only a little lazer. 
Britain is with­ 
in easy range of the IL-28 bomber* 
on the Soviet air bases in E ast 
G erm any. 
B ritain has no air de­ 
fense against these speedy jets. 
And the Soviets have an am ple 
stock 
of 
atom ic 
and 
hydrogen 
bombs to reduce Bnt&in to smoking 
rum s. 
A couple of years from 
now, the Soviet Strategic Air Arm y 
will possess a powerful striking 
force of the new Tupolev-37 jet 
bom bers, with a sm aller elem ent 
of the Tupolev-39. 
On present 
curves we too will altogether lack 
an effective a ir defense against 
these new Soviet jet*. 
And two 
years from now, the Soviets will 
surely possess an am ple stock of 
atom ic and hydrogen bombs to re­ 
duce the United States to smoking 
ruins. 
How is this future situation likely 
to effect Am erican policy? 
The 
answer is plainly to be found in the 
way the sam e situation is already 
influencing the greatest and boldest 
national 
leader 
of 
our 
tim e. 
Churchill does not seem to us to 
concern him self enough with the 
danger that is rem ote, in Indo­ 
china. 
That is because he is so 
m uch concerned by th# im m ediate 
danger to B ritain of the Soviet air- 
atom ic potential. 
By the sam e token, Imagine the 
debate that will take place in the 
White House two years from now, 
if the Soviets then com m it a sud­ 
den, overt act of aggression some­ 
where else in the world. 
Suppo5« 
that the attack 
takes 
place 
in 
W estern Europe itself, where we 
are most deeply com m itted to re­ 
sist Soviet aggression. 
Nonethe­ 
less, our own exposed position will 
be the m ain them e of the meeting. 
And the question all w’lll ask and 
none will answer, will be: 
“ Are we to risk the destruction 
of the United 
States 
for 
these 
foreigners 
halfway 
r o u n d 
the 
w orld?” 
In our kind of society, in short, 
increasing 
vulnerability 
m u s t 
always tend to beget increasing 
paralysis of policy. 
We shall not 
be consoled, either, by our cap­ 
ability of “ m assive retaliation.’* 
wrhen we have begun to w orry 
about the Soviet capability to de­ 
stroy us first. 
Today, these prob­ 
lem s caii no longer be shoved 
under the rug.
